WASHINGTON—Congressional Republicans rebelled Thursday 
against Democratic plans for a post-convention session of Congress, 


but appeared powerless to block it. 


Senate Democratic leader John- 
son forced a voting showdown 
on the issue in the Senate shortly 
after Republicans in both houses 
had caucused .and voted to op- 
pose the August session. The vote 
was 63 to 26 in favor of a Johnson 
resolution to recess Saturday and 
resume at noon on Aug. 8.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower vetoed a $750 
million federal pay-raise bill 
Thursday with a blast at the po- 
litical pressure used by some post- 
tal workers on behalf of the ‘“‘fis- 
cally irresponsible’ measure.

The report of tax collections for the 
fiscal year ending yesterday by Revenue 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford is hearten- 
ing to all Georgians. Collections of $370,- 
500,000—highest in history—were 32 mil- 
lion dollars more than the previous year. 

The Vandiver administration and 
Commissioner Oxford deserve full credit. 
Honesty and efficiency in tax collections 
and economy in administration are get- 
ting the results promised. The state will 
be able to finance its expanded program 
during the months ahead without a tax 
increase, keeping the comfortable surplus 
intact.

Johnson, Kennedy 
Hit a Stalemate 


WASHINGTON—The Kennedy-Johnson race 
for the Democratic presidential nomination has i 
reached a point of momentary stalemate rather ae 
like the pause which in warfare precedes great and climactic battles. 


Both campaigns, meanwhile, are showing utterly opposite operating 
mistakes. Sen. Kennedy’s backers have plainly put on too much 
tough pressure on too many too soon. Some of these backers, 
notably Democratic National Chairman Paul Butler, have been almost 


brutally unwise. 

So much is this the case, in- 
deed, that some Democratic poli- 
ticians — including some Kennedy 
well-wishers — are now saying 
that if he is defeated after all he 
will owe it to his overzealous 
friends. 


Sen. Johnson's backers, equally 
plainly, have not put on enough 
pressure, even mildly, soon 
enough. 
Sh KR2assay bandwagon, 
though by no means halted dead, 
has hit some roadblocks. The 
Johnson campaign is correspond- 
ingly moving faster, but still not 
fast enough. It is in acute need 
of gingering up — but Johnson 
continued to refuse to permit all- 
out action until Congress has ad- 
journed. 

He took the view that as Dem- 
ocratic leader of the Senate he 
couldn't give the word to fire all 
Johnson batteries without damag- 
ing Democratic legislative action 
in the Senate and thus the gen- 
eral Democratic record. 


Kennedy remains the heavy fa- 
vorite for the nomination. All 
the same, several major setbacks 
have been suffered by him in 
the last two weeks. And these er- 
rors of commission have undoubt- 
edly been. more damaging than 


the errors of omission of the 
Johnsonites. 

The big ‘key to it all, Pennsyl- 
vania’s 81-vote delegation to the 
Democratic National Convention, 
still is held tightly by one of the 
great pros, Gov. David Lawrence. 
Lawrence, resisting pressures as 
hot as a depot stove in a country 
town in midwinter, has steadfastly 
refused to commit himself to Ken- 
nedy. 

Though a party chairman is 
supposed to keep some semblance 
of néutrality among presidentia 
aspirants, Butler’s long and open 
partisanship for Kennedy is also 
injuring his candidate in another 
way. Wide sections of the party 
are furious at a series of petty 
discriminations being charged to 
Butler. 

And Kennedy himself has got 
himself into one jam by indicat- 
ing recently to New York liberals 
that he expected no Southern sup- 
port while private letters were go- 
ing out to Southern delegates ask- 
ing just such support. 


In summary, the Kennedy band- 
wagon stands near the crest of 
the hill before the downgrade run 
to victory. The last mile up any 
hill, however, is the hardest and 
longest mile. And it is still not 
certain that the vehicle can sur- 
mount this final terrain.

These words sound as

sins of our generation. Actually they were spoken 26 or 27 cen- 
turies ago by a man named Micah, who is called a “minor” 
prophet not because of his insignificance but rather because the 
Biblical book that bears his name is small in size. 


The verse I have quoted is 
from Dr. Moffatt’s translation 
of Micah 5:13. 


Our Judeac-Christian leaders 
from the time of Abraham on- 
wards have warned us that only 
God is worthy of our reverence 
and praise. Yet we and our 
fathers before us have suc- 
cumbed to the attractiveness of 
things which have been fash- 
ioned by our own cleverness. 
History is replete with golden 
calves before which we have 
knelt in adoration. 


Most of us would be mightily 
disturbed were someone to sug- 
gest that we are idolaters. We 
would protest by showing cer- 
tificates of our church mem- 
bership or by indicating that 
we wear the badge of our faith 
upon our lapels. Yet in a very 
real sense there are other gods, 
often crafted by our own hands, 
whom we honor before the Lord 
God. We have bowed down be- 
fore false gods who have cor- 
rupted us. 

Ask any number of youngsters 
who in recent weeks have been 
graduated from our schools and 
colleges what they now intend 
to give their allegiance and loy- 
alty to and toward what goals 
they will reach. Would they re- 
spond by saying that their am- 
bition is to become servants of 
humanity or to achieve godly 
character? Some might so ex- 
press themselves but the rest 


would more naturally say that 
they want to make good in their 
chosen trade or profession and 
so make a name for themselves, 
make a good living and acquire 
financial security. I do not min- 
imize the values of a good name 
or economic gain. A good name 
is still to be cherished above 
riches and the wise man will 
wish to support adequately his 
kith and kin. 

But to place a primary pre- 
mium upon economic advantage 
and to put that above all else 
represents a goal which is too 
easily achieved and which will 
bring no permanent or abiding 
satisfactions. Making money, 
buying a second car and pay- 
ing off the mortgage on a house 
may often become ways by 
which things master us and by 
which possessions possess and 
claim our highest talents. To 
live fully means that we must 
control our economic passions 
and not be controlled by them. 

The abundant life of which 
our Lord spoke is not measured 
by the advantages which money 
brings. Genuine living always 
is determined by loyalty to 
those dreams and ideals which 
are worthy of our time and la- 
bors. To serve God supremely 
and to love our fellowmen be- 
cause of our prior love of God 
will bring to each of us the 
richest rewards life has to of- 
fer.

“Only a simple majority would 
be required for the action,” Brown 
said, “‘but we would not go into 
this with just 51 per cent.” 


He said the movement would 
start about July 9, as it would 
take approximately one week to 
get the machinery set up, and 
would last indefinitely if neces- 
sary. 


BRING PRESSURE 


Brown predicted a sympathy 
movement ‘‘should bring sufficient 
pressure on Southern within 48 
hours.” 


Replacement pilots hired by 
Southern have helped restore 12 
fights daily of the 60 scheduled 
before the strike began June 5. 
Flights between Atlanta and Mem- 
phis and New Orleans and Mem- 
phis were resumed Thursday. 


Southern’s general sales man- 
ager, Tom Wiley, said his com- 
pany has not been in contact with 
other airlines about the threat- 
ened sympathy move. 


“OUT OF OUR HANDS” 


“This particular phase of the 
situation is out of our hands,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘and we don’t know at this

W. T. Beebe, vice president of 
Delta Air Lines, said the dispute 
is between Southern and its pilots. 
He said Delta expects to continue 
all flights as scheduled and does 
not expect any difficulty. 


An Eastern Air Lines spokes- 
man said “There is no way of 
determining how this would effect 
our operations, so we can make 
no definite comment at this time.” 


AFFECT 250 FLIGHTS 


Delta has about 55 flights daily 
out of Atlanta alone, while East- 
ern has about 120, Brown esti- 
mated, and the total number of 
flights affected would’ be about 
250 daily. 

He said a sympathy movement 
would idle about 10,000 pilots, 
ticket agents, stewardesses, main- 
tenance men and other workers 
if the walkout lasted as much as 
one week. 


Southern has refused to submit 
the strike to federal arbitration. 
The main issue is the pilots’ de- 
mand for pay for some non-flight 
time. 


Brown said the salary increase 
sought is 5.6 per cent, and re- 
ported that almost every airline 
pays pilots for some non-flight 
time.

Bone Bank 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Deposi- 
tors in the nation’s newest bank 
can't expect to draw interest— 
only posthumous _§ gratitude. 
They are the 15 to 20 million 
with impaired hearing. 


They’re being asked by the 
deafness research foundation to 
will their inner ear bones to 
researchers anxious to cross 
new frontiers in the fight 
against hearing loss. 


Mrs. Hobart C. Ramsey, 
foundation president, said in an 
interview that the first nation- 
wide program of temporal bone 
bank stems, in part, from the 
action of the late Margaret Sul- 
lavan, the actress who willed 
her ear bones for medical study. 


Miss Sullavan suffered from 
a kind of hearing loss that was 
corrected partially by surgery. 
The operation that gave her new 
hearing powers in one ear is 
called a fenestration. 


During the procedure, doc- 
tors fashion a new hearing win- 
dow by carving through bony 
material that immobilizes deli- 
cate inner-ear bones. 


After restoration of her hear-. 


ing, Mrs. Ramsey dedicated 
herself to the cause of research. 
She learned that scientists en- 
gaged in such research urgently 
needed ‘“‘specimens” to further 
their studies. 

“There are many gaps in 
present knowledge of the un- 
derlying pathology in cases of 
deafness and disturbances of 
equilibrium,”’ she said. 

“It is to fill some of these 
gaps that a program of bone 
banks for inner-ear studies is 
being set up.” 


“To try to help the others,” 
she said, ‘science is depending 
on the generosity of those now 
deaf who will donate their ear 
bones to the foundation after 
death.”

Georgians can look forward to generally smooth 
ananae sailing through the second half of 1960. 

Peering ahead from the year’s mid-way marker, 
businessmen and economists here see no sign of either 
stormy seas that would batter Georgia’s economic 
ship or vigorous winds that would push it significant- 
ly faster. 

On the bright side, non-farm employment and consumer in- 

comes and spending are expected to continue advancing—though 
not rapidly—to new highs. 


Also, prospects for new industrial development are considered 
nied conegh te make wp for a somewhat dleappetating first half 
and put 1960 as a whole on a par with 1959. 


On the other hand, home building is expected 
to continue lagging, and the textile industry out- 
look is not as good as it was at this time a year 
ago, when unfilled orders were higher and invyen- 
tories lower. 


Farm output and income remain as question 
marks since third-quarter harvests of Georgia's 
major money crops are subject to the influence 
of unpredictable weather conditions over the next 
few weeks. 


All in all, it now appears that 1960 will con- 
tinue as a period of rolling adjustment for busi- 
ness: that it isn’t about to produce the boom so 
widely anticipated Jate last year; that, by the same token, it is 
extending a generally high level of business activity and postpon- 
ing into 1961 or beyond the possibility of a broad recession. 


A survey conducted by The Constitution elicited the following 
views of businessmen and economists on the final half of Georgia's 


economic journey through 1960: 


Malcolm Bryan, president, Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta— 
“Georgia and other Southeastern states apparently are making a 
slow, rather steady expansion, certainly nothing to be distressed 
about. We’re getting the usual mixed reports (on Sixth District 
economic trends), but on the whole they’re quite good. 


“The first quarter of the year did not live up to our expecta- 
tions, or even come close, primarly because of the perfectly ap- 
palling weather that knocked retail trade and outdoor work such 
as construction into a cocked hat. 


“I don’t see any sudden ups or downs in the next six months, 
which should compare favorably with both the first half of this 
year and the second half of 1959. I expect retail trade will be up 
modestly, maybe 3 to 4 per cent, and installment credit should con- 
tinue to expand slowly. One of the things which makes me most 
optimistic is the steady rise of consumer income, which I think 
will continue during the second half.”

"= 


Lucien Oliver, vice president of Sears, Roebuck in charge of 
Southeastern operations—‘‘We see the second half more bullishly 
now than we saw it a few months back. We think there’s been 
quite a bit of deferment in capital spending that will show up, and 
think this year’s gross national product will be $3-$4 billion higher 
than our original estimate. 


“Our business in the second half of 1960 will exceed the second 


half of 1959, in both durable and non-durable goods, because per-

Mills Lane, president, Citizens & Southern National Bank—‘“If 
e get good weather and (farm) prices, Georgia will have a real 
good second half. We've had bad agricultural seasons here for the 
past couple of years. As for interest rates, the money supply and 
demand does not suggest that the prime rate will come down. 
The money situation is no less stringent now than it was 60 or 90 
or 120 days ago.” 


Eugene Yates, vice president in charge of the Georgia Power 
Co. industrial development division—‘I think we might have a 
couple of pretty good new plant announcements in the next month 
or so, and then see a marked pick up in the fall. I’m confident the 
second half will be better than the first half, and that 1960 as a 
whole will be bigger than 1959 in both capital investment and manu- 
facturing employment by new industry. 


“In metal products fields, by the way, we’re running into more 
contacts and thinking about new plants right now than ever before. 


. Existing industry plans for plant expansions look good, too.” 


Joseph Heyman, economist and senior vice president, Trust 
Company of Georgia—‘‘Divergent trends for various major corn- 
ponents of the economy are likely to persist and result in a continu- 
ation of the recent high level plateau for total business activity. 


“Georgia business has advanced so far in 1960, but the gains 
are not quite keeping pace with those of the entire nation. For 1960 
as a whole . . . personal income of Georgians will rise 3 to 4 per 
cent, as compared with the estimated U.S. gain of 5 per cent.” 


Lewis Cenker, president, Home Builders Assn. of Metropolitan 
Atlanta—‘‘There’s no substantial upward trend in housing starts, 
which probably will continue about 10 per cent behind the 1959 
level. Money for immediate loan commitments is more available 
now, but it’s hard to get firm future commitments (on housing that 
would be completed in nine to 12 months), and many builders are 
reluctant to move out ahead of committed starts. However, there 
has been an improvement in home sales, which are now steadier 
than in the past few months.” 


Robert Tharpe, president of Tharpe & Brooks and president- 
nominate of the U.S. Mortgage Bankers Assn.—“The availability 
of mortgage money has shown a great deal of improvement in the 
last couple of months, and will continue to improve through the 
summer. Interest rates have eased slightly, but it doesn’t look like

“Of course, more than 90 per cent of our business is based on 
government orders. And we're just starting a new fiscal year, so 
we can’t predict just how future Air Force appropriations will af- 
fect us. However, we feel we have about a year’s stabilized effort 
locked in here, and I’m very hopeful that the Air Force will follow 
up its initial JetStar order. Also, our C130 business is very good. 
I feel much better about our outlook now than I did a year ago at 
this time.” 

Ivy W. Duggan, authority on agricultural economics and vice 
president, Trust Company of Georgia—‘Georgia’s farm income 
looks to be about as good as last year, with hog and poultry prices 
showing some improvement for the year. This assumes that cot- 
ton, tobacco and other major crops still to be harvested will enjoy 
favorable weather in the meantime.” 


By. way of summary, and as an indication of the difficulties in- 
volved in forecasting economic activity in a period of divergent 
trends such as this one, the latest report by the Purchasing Agents 
Assn. of Georgia is quoteworthy: 


“The plus and minus factors being reported in almost every 
section of (the monthly business survey) questionnaire bring forth 
contradictory and sometimes paradoxical results. 


“Yet the over-all picture is one of reasonable stability, and in- 
dicates that the decline (indicated in business activity through 
May) may well stop after the end of the summer lull. 


“And while it is not anticipated that a boom will develop, 
everyone is looking forward to better business conditions in the 
early fall.”
